Appointment will be op the 
basis of qualifications, and not on the basis of organizational 
representation. , The, membership of the Commission will be announced 
in a separate issuance. „ , 


3* When a recommendation of the Commission has been accepted, 
the Executive Director may request the Chairman of the Commission 
or designated members to monitor, in staff capacity, the execution 
of the decision.
